East End Golf Courses 
Land 5 in U.S. Top 100

olf magazine has released its biennial 

list of the Top 100 Golf Courses in the 
U.S., and five East End courses made the 
cut. Sebonack comes in at number 97, and 
at number 29 we find the Maidstone in East 
Hampton, which was celebrated by the editors 
for its “romantic location” and “an exceptional 
set of Willie and John Park greens, many of 
which feature dramatic false fronts.” Fisher’s 
Island lands at number 9, with its “delightful 
tumbling terrain and the spectacular views 
of Long Island Sound, while Southampton’s 
National Golf Links of America (better known 
in these parts as the National) shows up at 
number 4 “as a marvel of strategic design.” 


And the site of five U.S. Opens since 1986, 
Shinnecock Hills in Southampton, came 

in at number three (trailing only Cypress 
Point in California and the top-ranked Pine 
Valley in New Jersey), being hailed by the 
magazine as “William Flynn’s undisputed 
design masterpiece. Apart from being handed 
a magnificent piece of land upon which to 
work, Flynn was given something else nearly 
as valuable: time. Work commenced in 1928 
and the course didn’t open until 1931. True, 
the Great Depression commenced during 
construction but the grace with which the holes 
flow across the property is a tribute to the 
hands-on, slow-build process.”

Suffolk County 
Assembles 
Enforcement — 
Teams for 
Holiday COVID 
Crackdown

s per restrictions set in place by 

Governor Andrew Cuomo on November 
13, Suffolk County has deployed enforcement 
teams, comprising representatives from 


_ the Fire Marshal’s office and Consumer 


Affairs, to ensure that gyms, fitness centers, 
bowling alleys, restaurants, bars and other 
New York State Liquor Authority licensed 
establishments remain closed between 10 , 
p.m. and 5 a.m. daily. The one exception to 
the rule is that curbside pickup and delivery 
will be allowed after 10 p.m., but alcohol 
cannot be ordered to-go. 

In addition to business regulations, private 
indoor gatherings and parties are restricted 
to a maximum of 10 people. The Suffolk 
County Police Department may not be going 
door to door to count the number of guests 
at any given gathering, but if violations are 
reported, police or other county enforcement 
will investigate and, depending on what they 
find, there may be serious consequences. 

“While I know everyone will look 


_ forward to joining together with family 


and friends, we need to make sure we take 
extra precautions this year,” Suffolk County 
Executive Steve Bellone said in a press 
conference. “Small gatherings that seem 
harmless because they’re small, could lead to 
a spreader event. We have seen that happen 
here in Suffolk County.” 

These new regulations come after a recent 
increase in new COVID-19 cases, believed to 
be connected to private and bar events on 
Halloween weekend, with New York’s test 
positivity rates exceeding 3% for the first 
time since early May. “These gatherings have 
become a major cause of cluster activity 
across the state,” Bellone noted, adding that 
with the impending holidays, New York 
“feels like” it’s entering the second wave of 
COVID-19. However, he believes there’s still 
time to get things under control. “I do not 
want to see more restrictions take effect, 
which will slow our recovery down even 
more,” he said. “To a great extent, that will 
all be dependent on what we do in the next 
couple of weeks. We have a short window of 
time to get these numbers under control.” gi

icking up groceries for a neighbor. Sewing masks for essential workers. 

Sending a meal from a local restaurant to hospital employees. 
Volunteering time and sending money and donating resources. Since the 
crisis that descended upon us in March with COVID-19, the ways in which 
individuals have risen up to help one another on the East End has been 
nothing short of heroic. : 

“The pandemic brought out the best of the people who live here—long- 
time, seasonal and new residents. Many who love the East End and who 
came here to weather this storm have been incredibly generous. And for 
that we are all very, very grateful,” says Claudia Pilato, President of the 
Board of Directors of All for the East End (AFTEE). As a 501(c)(3) whose 
singular mission is to raise funds that are available through a grant process 
to support the work of the nonprofit organizations (NPOs) of the five East 
End towns—East Hampton, Southampton, Shelter Island, Southold and 
Riverhead—the group has a unique perspective on the challenges, successes 
and needs of the nonprofits in the Hamptons and on the North Fork. 

And when she says “we,” she speaks of the entire community of NPOs 
that is thankful. There are more than 1,000 nonprofits on Long Island’s 
East End, large and small, established and fledgling, serving needs ranging 
from food to financial. Every one of them is essential, and every one of 
them needs help like never before. “We have to humbly request that the 
generosity continues,” Pilato adds, “so we can all get through this difficult 
time together.” 

The arrival of Thanksgiving and the holiday season, with its traditional 
meals and gatherings around the table, brings us together on many levels. 
And food insecurity is perhaps the issue most focused upon when we talk 
about giving back. 

“The COVID-19 pandemic has uncovered many weaknesses in 
our food supply chain, and highlighted the importance of local food and 
regional economies,” says Heather Meehan, Outreach and Education 
Manager and East End Farm to School Coordinator, East End Food Institute. 
“We know that there were inequities in food access prior to the COVID-19 
pandemic, and that seasonal unemployment and underemployment 
exacerbate those issues on the East End. 

The East End Food Institute has been working with volunteers to process 
and preserve local food for community food banks and food pantries 
through their Farm to Community program, and they also re-launched the 
Virtual Farmers Market to provide a year-round market for local growers 
and producers. Their food production has doubled over the past year, as 
they transform fruits and vegetables into dressings, dips, sauces, jams and 
frozen foods (volunteers helped process and freeze 1,365 pounds of carrots 
and sweet potatoes that were which, in turn, delivered to the Long Island 
Cares Food Bank in October) that are distributed at markets and farm

stands, in schools and at food pantries across the twin forks. 

“With local food pantries reporting as much as a 300% increase in need 
during the height of the pandemic, we expect that these challenges will only, 
increase this winter,” Meehan says. “That’s why we have been working with 
our farm and food pantry partners to provide all community members with 
access to locally sourced food—but there is still a lot of work to be done.” 

Homelessness is an issue that too often goes under the radar on the East 
End, a growing area of concern where much work needs to be done as well, 
and where much of the burden falls upon Maureen’s Haven. “Now that the 
colder weather is coming. calls for services are increasing every day,” says 
Dan O’Shea, the group’s Executive Director. “We started our Emergency 
Winter Shelter Program on November 1, and we have been close to capacity 
each night. In addition, due to the pandemic, many other organizations that 
provide similar services in Suffolk County will not be operating this season, 
and as of now, Maureen’s Haven is the only private, non-County-operated 
shelter in Suffolk County.” 

Whereas in past years they may have had 20 Host Sites, this season 
they are operating about 12, with several acting mainly as overflow sites. 
In addition to changes in locations and space, they have also altered their 
approach to keep everyone safe. “We are also asking the volunteers limit 
their interactions with other volunteers, staff and our guests. It is all about 
the health and safety of all participants. Rather than have a number of 
volunteers on site each night helping with the program, many are now 
serving pre-made meals, doing all the set-ups prior to our arrival, and 
limiting interactions such as eating meals together, playing cards or board 
games, or limiting fellowship. It’s been a challenge, but we are all committed 
to making it work as safe as possible.” 

Safety has numerous incarnations and sources. In some cases, the 
confines of a home do not offer a haven at all, but rather a source of danger. 
Especially this time of year. “The holidays don’t stop instances of abuse,” says 
Loretta Davis, Executive Director of The Retreat, a safe haven for families 
in crisis, providing domestic violence and sexual assault services along with 
education to families, friends and neighbors in Suffolk County. “In fact, they 
may exacerbate them. Victims are trapped and isolated at home due to virus 
quarantines. And stressful holidays can explode abusive behavior. Victims 
have no safe space to escape or privacy to make a lifesaving call. The abusers 
control their every move.” 

Incidents of abuse and violence have been on the rise, and The Retreat 
now has a waitlist for counseling clients. With an increased need for 
services comes an increased need for resources. “The community has been 
tremendously generous, but how do we keep that support coming? The 
pandemic has caused financial instability to businesses and individuals, and 
we know we will face cuts from the county and state. Will our community, 
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and the local and federal government, 
recognize the importance of funding to support 
these critical services? The Retreat and others | 
must advocate for that funding to not only 
continue but to increase. How will we continue 
to be able to provide free services without the 
needed funding?” 

Indeed, the question of finding the money 
to continue during the pandemic has hit every 
nonprofit sector. That includes the world of 
local arts organizations. The Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center and the 
Southampton Arts Center, Sag Harbor’s Bay 
Street Theater and Sag Harbor Cinema, Water 
Mill’s Parrish Art Museum and the Children’s 
Museum of the East End in Bridgehampton 
and Guild Hall in East Hampton, nonprofits 
all. The arts are essential to the fabric of this 
community, a fabric woven of entertainment 
venues and museums and theater companies 
and historical societies that had to quickly 
adapt from to a world of virtual events and 
fundraising efforts while maintaining that 
uniquely personal connection that is a part of 
their very experiential nature. 

“Our community has been very generous in 
supporting new fundraising efforts with all 
COVID restrictions in place,” says Southampton 
History Museum Executive Director Tom 
Edmonds, whose organization has pivoted in every direction possible. “We 
created a Picnic Basket Benefit to replace a gala, a garden tour instead of 
a house tour, and a holiday tree auction in a barn—including a donation 
from Martha Stewart. We will include these new activities to our 
fundraising schedule in future.” 

Much of the challenge facing the entire nonprofit 
community revolves around not only pivoting in 
the present—when efforts and offerings must 
change and also increase to help fill growing 
voids—but also building toward tomorrow. 
Just because there is uncertainty ahead 
does not mean dreams for that future are 
on hold. Quite to the contrary, hope and 
a vision are perhaps more important 
now than ever, notes Bonnie Michelle 
Cannon, Executive Director of the 
Bridgehampton Child Care Center. 

“There is so much more that we 
want to do for our kids, families and 
community. The need is great to help 
level the playing field, educationally, 
socially and economically for our 
working families,” she says. The Center 
offers afterschool, teen and college prep 
programs, along with a food pantry that 
served 70 individuals a month pre-COVID 
and now serves 700 individuals weekly, but 
the work doesn’t end there. “We provide our 
Thinking Forward Lecture Series to educate 
and inspire our entire community, now being 
done virtually on Instagram and Facebook Live. 
We offer many topics on specific health challenges 
for our communities of color. We teach, inform and create 
important conversations about race and social justice. The Center 
is in the planning stage for a workforce training program called ‘Teach Me 
How to Fish.” 

As for those looking to get involved, “unique ways to help abound,” 
Cannon continues. In addition to looking for volunteers to offer virtual 
classes and talks, individual tutoring and reading bedtime stories for after- 
school children, she says, the Center has a rare opportunity to offer local 
teens mentoring and inspiration.

an’s Papers cover artist fave Sandra Bloodworth 
is back to talk about her latest creation, her work 
with MTA Arts & Design and more. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

The Dan’s Papers cover is a painting from “Intimate 
Feasts,” a series of paintings that are inspired by meals 
created with my husband, Fred May. These paintings 
capture moments shared with a few good friends, 
or when Fred and I dined alone. We, like most New 
Yorkers, have been very cautious during the pandemic 
and all of our meals have been with just the two of us. 
Now, as the winter holidays approach, we hope that 
people may find comfort in creating their own intimate 
feasts to share with the person or people in their close 
circle and to savor the time to connect and value each 
other. I imagine many of these feasts will be shared 
virtually as we embrace the safest ways to spend this 
year’s holidays. 


Talk about your art style. 

My work is realistic. My subjects, whether figurative, 
still life, or landscape, all have a strong likeness to the 
way they appear. Color and texture are important in 
my practice and I focus on the surface of things. Often 
the brushstroke itself is not visible. My paintings are 
of a light-filled space that often appear to be three 
dimensional which, of course, is an illusion. I am 
fascinated with taking an ephemeral subject and 
making it tangible, as if you can touch it. 

Tell us about yc acess. 

My process ee when I am qrapied to capture a 
moment in time, whether it is a still life, landscape, or 
portrait. The work starts with a concept in mind. In 
many ways all of my works are portraits — often they

My “day job” can be demanding, 
so there are times when it’s more difficult to find time 
to paint than at other times, but I have kept these two 
roles separate. Still, I do bring a certain amount of my 
experience in art and design to my role of creating art 
for the public.

Art. Whether it is viewing art in a museum, or 
commissioning art for the public, art inspires me. 
The art could be transforming a public place or just 
providing a moment where one connects with it.

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Food & Drink 
The Coop Flies into Southampton with Southem Fried Flair

hen you see a need, you feed it. That has long been the philosophy of 

restaurateur Ian Duke, who has served up style, hospitality and delicious fare 
for a decade here in the Hamptons. If you can feed that need with award-winning 
burgers and sumptuous sushi and steaks, and then add glorious fried chicken into 
the mix, well then, all the better. 

Duke’s Southampton Social Club is both the go-to night spot on the East End 
and a delicious dining destination. Union Burger Bar elevated the meat-meets-bun 
concept to new heights (if you’ve had the Breakfast Burger or the Union Double, you 
totally understand), along with giving a much-loved nod to local gastronomic history 
with Barrister’s Wednesdays. Union Sushi & Steak was an idea conceived before the 
pandemic hit, and became a welcome testament to perseverance and the ability of 
our local businesses to rise up against adversity—to say nothing of filling the void of 
a truly top-shelf steak house and sushi experience in Southampton Village—when it 
opened to acclaim this past June. 

“You always want to be innovating, adapting, trying new things, seeing what people 
want and need and then coming up with a way to deliver on that,” Duke says. “You 
want to create an experience, something theyll remember and that they can’t get 
anywhere else, and to do that, and do it well, sometimes you have to take chances.” 

Chances like opening up yet another new dining venture this year. In December. 
In the Hamptons. “Yes, yes,” he says with a laugh. “I know, it sounds crazy. But that 
wouldn't be the first time I’ve been called that. And that’s usually how to come up 
with something people really love. That and having a great team to work with.” 


With that in mind, Duke and his team are bringing the concept of the ghost 
kitchen, which has been a thing in Manhattan for some time, to the Hamptons when 
they introduce The Coop. With Southampton Social Club closed for the season for 
regular business, the kitchen is a resource that Duke recognized could be put to a 
new use like never before. So Chef Mark Fasciana, working with Duke’s longtime 
culinary go-to guru Chef Scott Kampf, has been working on turning that kitchen into 
a place that will turn out incredible food on a to-go-only basis with a menu that you 
won't find anywhere in the village. 

“Just like we did with Union Burger Bar, and then Union Sushi & Steak, we really 
looked to see where there was a void to fill, and Southampton didn’t have a place 


dedicated to great fried chicken,” he says with a bit of wonder. Why wasn’t there such 
a spot? “I don’t know, but we are going to have one now, and at a time when we think 
the community will embrace it.” 

While Duke created the concept of Union Sushi & Steak to cater to guests looking 
for a high-end, inviting and safe indoor-dining experience and looks forward to 
hosting them, “I know that as we head into winter and colder weather, people are 
going to be looking to also do more takeout and delivery, so the timing seems right 
for The Coop. 

“It’s also the perfect time for comfort food, and what says comfort food like fried 
chicken? All our chicken is sourced from farms where they’re humanely raised, there 
are no added antibiotics or steroids or hormones, they’re cage free, just the best 
quality chicken,” Duke notes. “We're also going to be using locally sourced produce, 
doing incredible sides, great Southern-style sides with some new twists.” 


Fried chicken will be the headliner, satchels of buttermilk-battered goodness, 
and the crispy chicken sandwich, with bread-and-butter pickles and Siracha garlic 
mayonnaise, is destined to become an instant classic. “We will also have rotisserie 
chicken, salads, healthy options, something for everyone,” Duke promises. “For sides 
there will be biscuits and gravy, mac and cheese, mashed potatoes, honey glazed 
carrots, creamed corn...” 

If your mouth is watering, you won't need to wait much longer. Duke and the team 
are prepping for a December 1 open date, when they will serving it all up—plus beer, 
wine and cocktails—for delivery through Uber Eats, DoorDash and Grubhub, and 
call-ahead service with curbside pickup Tuesday—Sunday starting at 5 p.m.

The East Hampton 
resident enjoys mentoring and educating the next 
generation of healthcare leaders, and teaches 
graduate management courses at Stony Brook 
University’s School of Health Technology and 
Management. Here he discusses the current status 
of the coronavirus pandemic on the East End. 


JEAN SHAFIROFF: Suffolk County is reporting a 
steady increase in COVID-I9 positivity rates. What 
is Stony Brook Southampton Hospital doing to 
prepare for this second surge? 

ROBERT S. CHALONER: Our mission is to protect 
our community, our patients and our staff. The 
current resurgence is very concerning. The good 
news is that we here at Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital have learned a great deal since having the 

first admitted confirmed COVID patient in Suffolk 

County. Today, that patient is thriving and we 

are fighting the virus with promising treatments, 

including Remdesivir and steroids. We are 
proactively working to be ahead of any major 
outbreak. We have supplies, PPE [personal 
protective equipment] and state-of-the-art 
advanced sanitizing technology designed to 
keep our staff and patients safe. Should it 
be necessary, we can quickly double our bed 
count. 

Currently, we are providing COVID-19 PCR, 
influenza and strep testing at our Respiratory 
Infection Evaluation Centers located at Parrish 

Memorial Hall in Southampton, East Hampton 
High School and Shelter Island Meeting House 
Lane Medical Practice. We recently conducted a 
free “drive-through” flu vaccine clinic. Preventing 
influenza break-outs will help lessen the burden 
- on every healthcare system as we focus on 
tackling COVID. 


JEAN SHAFIROFF: What advice do you have for 
those who wish to visit family over the upcoming 
holidays? 
ROBERT S. CHALONER: Sadly, this 
is a holiday season unlike any we 
have experienced. It is in the 
best interest of our extended 
family and friends that 
we limit our exposure to 
one another. We have to 
remain vigilant and not 
succumb to COVID- 
fatigue and lessen 
our guard. We are 
very proud of our 
community and 
their ongoing 
efforts to prevent 
the spread 
of COVID-19 
and influenza by 
wearing a face 


mask, maintaining social distancing, and frequently 
washing hands. It is critical that this continues. 
Additionally, we have to follow the Governor’s 
mandate and keep up the good work we’ve been 
doing by limiting indoor and outdoor gatherings 
at private residences to no more than 10 people. 
We take this one step farther and recommend 
that you celebrate the holidays this season only 
with your immediate family or roommates, who 
have tested negative for COVID. We also suggest 
that when shopping for gifts, you consider 
supporting local businesses. We are partnering 
with East End retailers via the Hamptons Holiday 
Shop, where select purchases will benefit our 
Hospital’s Healthcare Heroes Fund to 

help offset expenses incurred in fighting 

the coronavirus. 


JEAN SHAFIROFF: Where can we get tested 
for COVID-19? 

ROBERT S. CHALONER: Stony Brook Southampton 
offers drive-up PCR-swab appointments at three 
locations: Southampton Village, East Hampton and 
on Shelter Island. 


SOUTHAMPTON: The Southampton site is 
open Monday to Saturday from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., at 
the corner of Lewis Street and Herrick 
Road. Appointments can be made by phone, 
631-396-6406, or on the hospital’s website, 
southampton.stonybrookmedicine.edu. 


EAST HAMPTON: On Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
tests are offered from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. in the East 
Hampton High School parking lot on Long Lane 
in East Hampton.

SHELTER ISLAND: On Wednesdays, 
tests can be scheduled from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. by 
calling 631-749-9140, with a prescription from Dr.

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A Young Pilot Takes Flight at East Hampton Aimox

lex Silvestri was just 17 years old when he got his 

pilot’s license. After convincing his mom and dad 
to let him take flying lessons at Sound Aircraft Services 
at East Hampton Airport, Silvestri trained under Peter 
Boody and got his license at the youngest legal age 
possible in New York State. Silvestri, now a student at 
Haverford College, talks about his love of flight, how he 
wants to use his gift of flight for good and more.

Talk about how you got started flying. 

_I started flying there when I was 15 and got my 
license at 17, and did all my flight training with Peter 
Boody. I absolutely loved it, it was something I wanted 
to do for a while. I was kind of waiting around to be old 
enough to start and when I finally was, I was super- 
excited and got into it as early as I could. 


Why did you want to become a pilot? 

It’s always an interesting question because truthfully, 
I could never pinpoint it exactly. It’s something to do 
with the idea I’ve kind of all loved it to a certain extent 
and at some point I realized I could actually do it. It 
was an interesting realization—oh, I can actually be 
a pilot and not just dream of it. That was probably 
early in middle school when I started to kind of get 
interested in doing research into how I could do it. 
Convincing my parents was a process in itself. 


How did you convince your parents to let you fly? 
There were a lot of presentations about why it was 
safe! Once they were fully on-board with it, it was very — 

exciting. 


Why did you and your parents choose East Hampton 
Airport? 

Probably because it was the most convenient for us. 
We live in New York City and it’s hard to find anything 
convenient to the city. We were out in the Hamptons a 
good deal of time, summers, weekends, all throughout 
the year, really. It was better than doing it from an 
airport from the city. 


What are some unique challenges a pilot faces? 

I think the act of flying an airplane and being a 
pilot goes far beyond what people think the role really 
is. The act of keeping an airplane in the air when 
you're flying around is not the hard part. There’s a lot 
more that goes into decision making and contingency 
planning and emergency preparation that is a little less 
obvious. That’s the difficult part. The actual cruising 
along is not that hard. It’s the whole process of having 
to be able to plan everything and understand what’s 
going on with the physical side of things. 


What airplanes did you fly at East Hampton Airport? 

They were more lateral movements. I’ve flown three 
airplanes—two were Cessna 172s and one was a Piper 
and all three were similar but different. They’re all 
small, four-seat, single-engine airplanes. 


Do you want to fly commercially? 

I don’t think I want to be a commercial pilot, 
I'm studying physics right now. I think I want 
to continue flying for most of my life. I want to 
find a good use for my pilot’s license, if that 
makes sense—whether it be volunteer work 
or commercially, but I don’t think I want to fly 
commercially. 


Why do you think East Hampton Airport is 
important to the community? 

From one perspective, it does provide another means 
of transportation to enter the community, and with the 
flight school, it provides people within the community 
the opportunity to book a flying lesson to see what it’s 
like. It’s a great activity. 


Why do you love to fly? 

It’s nothing specific but once I’m up in the air, the 
busy part of the flight has been completed, we’re all 
set up for the cruise, I get a second to look around me 
and see how incredible it is to be up in the air and look 
down at everything beneath us. ga.

he great poet laureate and musician Leonard Cohen wrote a line 

of music that has been playing on repeat in my head since the 
first time I heard it many years ago: “And even though it all 
went wrong, I stand before the Lord of Song, with nothing on my 
tongue but Hallelujah.” 

Cohen’s musical masterpiece “Hallelujah” speaks ofa counterintuitive 
gratitude that is “cold” and “broken.” The moment when everything 
falls to pieces might just be the perfect time for a hallelujah. 

We tend to overlook gratitude in the face of sorrow. One of the 
hidden gems of faith is the idea that gratitude helps us through tough 
times, offers us comfort when we feel most vulnerable, and lends 
perspective on how to live a content life when the world seems dark. 
Thanksgiving celebrates gratitude no matter what is going on in 
the world. Particularly during this dumpster fire of a year, vocally 
expressing gratitude may just help alleviate the pervasive isolation, 
hardship, and suffering. 

If you ask a traditional Jew how they’re doing, they will likely 
respond with the words “Thank God!” They could be having a rough 
day, dealing with illness, or might be going through a divorce, yet the 
response is always the same: “Thank God!” Many people find this 
confusing. “Thank God” isn’t an empty response—rather, it expresses a 
mentality of gratitude no matter what life offers us. 

The Talmud, an ancient book of Jewish wisdom and debate, 
teaches us a simple prayer of gratitude when we can’t think of 
anything for which we are thankful: “We give thanks to you God for the 
mere ability to be able to thank you.” While our intuition might tell us 
that gratitude is a product of happiness, the wisdom of faith suggests 
just the opposite. gi

Amagansett Windmill House Maulyn Monwe and 


Arthur Miller Rented Hits Market at $11.5 Million 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


he historic Windmill House in Amagansett, where 

Marilyn Monroe stayed with her then husband 
Arthur Miller, is newly listed for sale at $11.5 million with 
Douglas Elliman. 

The legendary property at 64 Deep Lane, set high on 
5.45 acres at Quail Hill, has not been on the sales market 
since 2017, though it has been rented for the last few 
years. 

Built in the 1850s, the once a functioning windmill 
pumped water for the working farm. About a century or 
so later, Samuel Rubin, the founder of Fabergé cosmetics 
who had an estate on Quail Hill, converted the windmill 
into a guest house. Bobby Rosenbaum of Douglas 
Elliman said Rubin added a structure to the back of the 
tower to make room for a country kitchen, bathroom, 
and bedroom. 

Throughout the years, many famous faces stayed 
there, including the novelist Kurt Vonnegut and the 
actor Terrance Stamp, as well as a number of well-known 
artists and interior designers. The most well-known is 
Monroe and her playwright husband, who in 1957, as the 
story goes, sought refuge there from the prying eyes of 
New York City press. Rumor has it Monroe studied for 
her role in 1959’s Some Like It Hot while staying at the 
Windmill House. 

“She would stay at the Stony Hill Farm, but in reality 
she would shake off the paparazzi because you couldn’t 
see the windmill from the road,” Rosenbaum says. “She 
loved it up there,” he says, adding he confirmed that with 
someone who was good friends with her. 

Deborah Ann Light, the heiress to the Upjohn 
pharmaceutical fortune who was known for philanthropic 
and preservation work, later bought the property. In the 
1990s, she donated the first of 20 acres to the Peconic 
Land Trust, which is now used as a community farm. 
Tenants at the Windmill Farm have been known to go 
down to Quail Hill Farm’s chicken coop and pick their 
own fresh eggs in the morning. 

“Even though we are north of the highway, you do get 
the whispering sounds of the ocean at night,” Rosenbaum 
says. The property is just two miles away from Indian 
Wells and Atlantic beaches. 

“It's magical. I’ve had the pleasure of staying at the 
windmill a couple of weekends and you do feel the 
magic,” Rosenbaum says. “The grounds are bucolically 
beautiful — filled with nature. We don’t have deer fences 
around the perimeters around the property so we get wild

turkey, deer, rabbits — we get it all. That kind of makes it 
magical, having all these animals roaming around.” 

The two-bedroom, one-bath house is about 
1,300-square-feet, but what it lacks in space it makes 
up in character. A brick patio with a sitting area leads to 
the entrance. An octagon living space on the first floor 
features wide-plank hardwood floors, exposed beam 
ceilings and a stairway with a rustic rope banister, 
Rosenbaum says. The house has been recently 
renovated, and the bathroom is modern-looking with a 
marble shower and glass door. 

The staircase takes you to a second floor bedroom, 
which is also an octagon-shape. The main bedroom 
also features high, beamed ceilings and fits a queen 
size bed. Up on the third floor, the original windmill’s 
mechanics remain intact, housed in the exposed rafters 
of an area now used as a cedar closet. A hand-chiseled 
brake keeps the windmill’s sails from spinning.

An accessory building, used as a one-room art studio, 
is also located on the property, along with a separate 
two-car garage. 

The property, with its more than five acres, mostly 
cleared, offers development opportunity as well. 
Rosenbaum says a house of up to 20,000 square feet 
plus could be created in the agricultural-residential 
zoning. 

As is, the house is a great place to quarantine in this 
age of COVID, because it is so private, he says. “It’s 
good for two people,” in terms of its size, he says, “It’s a 
wonderful love nest, which is how Marilyn and Arthur 
viewed it and used it.” 

This Windmill House is not, however, the only 
Monroe and Miller-related rental available right now. 
The couple stayed for a week at Squirrel Hall in Springs 
in the late 1950s. It is listed with Sotheby's Jenney 
Landey and Ethan Dayton for $2.475 million.

hile Jesse Bongiovi, like his father Jon, is a native son of 

New Jersey, he is an adopted son of the Hamptons, and an 

~ ambassador for it, too. 

After a day of enjoying summertime life in the Hamptons oasis, 
a night in 2018 changed the course of history for Jesse, a recent 
graduate of Notre Dame University. 

He was seated around the table with his rock-icon father and 
his college roommate, Ali Thomas, when Jon excused himself 
to get another glass of rosé, which, at the time, he referred to as 
“pink juice.” When he stepped away, Jesse quipped, “No, Dad. 
It’s Hamptons Water,” and at that moment, a brand was born. 

“During the summertime, it seemed like we were drinking 
more rosé than water—and then, the name kind of just stuck,” 
says Jesse, whose posh and popular rosé brand Hampton Water 
has quickly become one of the most recognizable names in wine 
today. “The idea to start our own wine company was born then, 
and we kind of just took it from there.” 

_ During Jesse’s upbringing, his family spent months at a time at 
their Hamptons summer home. He shares that his family finds the 
East End to be a place to “exhale,” and spend time together on the 
beach, lounging around the pool, and enjoying local restaurants. 

With his wine, Jesse says, he is bottling what he calls the 
“Hamptons life” to sell it across the globe, and share the lovely life 
on the East End that he has come to know and love. “Living in the 
Hamptons is the best part of life, and, with Hampton Water we 
are sharing this experience with the world,” he says. 

A co-founder with his college roommate, Jesse is somewhat 
of a Renaissance man. A former football player for the Notre 
Dame Fighting Irish—one of the nation’s leading college football 
programs—Jesse was never much intent on following in his 
father’s footsteps into music. 

“I took some guitar lessons, but was always more interested in 
sports: football, lacrosse, wrestling,” he says. Until he turned to 
spirits. 

And now, in his first business venture since selling lemonade 
as a child, he is making waves from the Hamptons to Paris and 
everywhere in between. Wine, though, he admits, is a complex 
industry. He seeks to simplify it to help others overcome the 
complexities and simply enjoy the drink. 

“Like many people my age, wine is intimidating,” he says. “If 
I went around trying to sell a 10-year-old Bordeaux, customers 
would realize I was only 15 when it was bottled. Rosé is a fun, cool 
and easy-drinking beverage, so we thought, let’s not go the ways 
of the ‘stuffy’ wine brands, and let’s make a wine for the party,” 
he continues. 

And this is just what he has done. 

From France to Napa Valley, his wine has taken off, selling 
32,000 cases in his first year and seeing a growth of nearly 130% 
in sales in 2020. His bottle and brand appear often in social 
media posts of the stars, with some of his marquee customers 
being such Hamptons A-Listers as Jimmy Fallon, Beth Stern and 
the band The Killers. 

In terms of growth, Jesse thinks the sky is the limit. “There 
is plenty of room to expand in the future of rosé, with different 
blends and such. We are confident, because if anyone can do it, I 
am sure we could.” 

Some would say that wine is bottled poetry, but in Jesse’s case, 
it’s bottled Hamptons—and, as we know, out here there is plenty 
of happiness to go around.
